Regional comparisons In the Hobart and Southern Statistical Divisions the estimate of 
original terms employment in original terms in September 1996 was 100,100 and 

compares with 101,600 in September 1995. The estimate of 
employment in the Northern Statistical Division in September 1996 was 
$8,700 and compares with 56,900 in September 1995. The estimate of 
employment in the Mersey-Lyell Statistical Division was 41,300 in 
September 1996, and compares with 42,700 for September 19935.

For males, the trend estimate of the participation rate was 70.7%, 
compared with 70.2% for November 1995. For females, the trend 
estimate of the participation rate was 50.2%, compared with 51.1% in 
November 1995.

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The annual movement from October 1995 to October 1996 of weekly 
award rates of pay indexes for Tasmania was 0.6% for full-time adult 
females and 1.1% for full-time adult males, for a combined annual 
increase of 0.9%, For Australia, the figures were 1.6% for females and 
1.2% for males, for a combined annual increase of 1.3%. 


For full-time adult female employees in Tasmania, the largest industry 
increases over this 12 month pericd occurred in the Public 
administration and defence industry (2.9%); and the Manufacturing 
industry (1.4%). 


For the same pcriod for full-time adult male employees in Tasmania, 
the largest industry increases occurred in the Transport and storage 
industry (3.1%); and the Manufacturing industry (1.6%). 


The largest occupation increase over the same period for full-time adult 
female employees occurred in Tradespersons (1.6%); and clerks (1.2%). 


For full-time adult male employees the largest occupation increases over 
the period occurred in Plant and machine operators, and drivers (2.1%); 
and Clerks (1.6%).

The price index for established houses in Hobart fell by 0.8% in the 
September quarter 1996, leading to an overall increase of 0.8% for the 
twelve months ending September 1996, 


Project home prices remained steady in Hobart for the September 
quarter 1996, with a drop of 0.2% for the twelve months ending 
September 1996.

The price index for materials used in house building in Hobart fell by 
0.6% in October 1996, resulting in a decrease of 0.8% for the year 
ending October 1996. Hobart was the only capital city to record a 
decrease for the month of October 1996, but for the year ending 
October 1996, falls were also recorded in Brisbane (-1.1%) and 
Meibourne (-0.4%), and the weighted average of the eight capital citics 
fell by 0.1%. 


The price index for materials used in other than house building 
increased in Hobart by 0.2% in October 1996, and by 0.4% for the year 
ending October 1996. Small rises in the index were recorded in most 
other capitals for the year ending October 1996, with the exccption of 
Melbourne, where the index fell by 0.5% for the same period. 


Major contributors to the change in Hobart over the twelve months 
ending October 1996 were paint and other coatings (up 6.6%), 
fabricated steel products (up 4.9%) and structural steel (up 3.1%). 
These increases were partly offsct by decreases in structural timber 
(down 7.6%), and non ferrous pipes and fittings (down 4.9%). The 
price of non fecrous pipes and fittings fell in all capital cities in October 
1996, due to a drop in the world price of copper.

The trend estimate for the slaughtering of cattle and calves in Tasmania 
during October 1996 was 1.0% higher than that recorded in the 
previous month. The number of sheep and lambs slaughtered 
decreased by 3.1%, and the number of pigs slaughtered decreased by 
1.8% over the same period. 


The trend estimate of the number of cattle and calves slaughtered in 
October 1996 was 20,800 which is 5.9% above the number slaughtered 
in October 1995. 


The trend estimate for the slaughtering of sheep and lambs was 34,600 
in October 1996, 21.0% below the number slaughtered in October 
1995. This was the tenth successive decline in the estimate of sheep and 
lambs slaughtered in Tasmania, and well below the estimate of 97,500 
slaughtered in October 1994. 


The trend estimate of 6,000 pigs slaughtered in October 1996 was 
13.6% below the number slaughtered in October 1995, and 21.5% 
below the number slaughtered in October 1994.

There were 187 new dwelling units approved during October 1996 in 
Tasmania. This was an increase of 16.9% on the 160 recorded for 
September 1996 but a 16.5% decrease on the number recorded for 
October 1995 (224). 


For the twelve months ended October 1996 there were 2,273 new 
dwelling units approved, 20.1% below the 2,844 units recorded for the 
twelve months ended October 1995. 


The yalue of residential building approved, at current prices, in October 
1996 was $17.3 million, 31.1% above the September 1996 figure of 
$13.2 million, but 4.9% below the October 1995 figure of $18.2 million. 


The value of non-residential building approved, at current prices, in 
October 1996 was $10.6 million, 2.9% above the September 1996 figure 
of $10.3 million, but 35.8% below the October 1995 figure of $16.5 
million.

Taxes, fees and fines collected by Australian governments in the 
1995-96 financial year totalled $151,267 million. The Commonwealth 
Government collected $115,486 million, or 76% of the total. State and 
local government collected $35,788 million, or 24% of the total. The 
largest component of the Commonwealth taxes, fees and fines was 
income taxes levied on individuals of $60,602 million, or 52% of the 
total Commonwealth taxes collected. 


Tasmanian State and local taxes, fees and fines for the 1995-96 financial 
year were $794 million, which is $1,679 per head of population (based 
on mean population figures). This is a 2.4% increase on the 1994-95 
figure of $1,639 per head. Tasmanians paid the second lowest amount 
of State and local taxes, fees and fines per head in 1995-96. In 
comparison, Victorians paid $2,183 per head, the highest of all the 
States and Territories, and Queenslanders paid $1,594 per head, the 
lowest of all States and Territories. 


The average (all States and Territories) amount of State and local faxes, 
fees and fines paid per head in 1995-96 was $1,963. This was an 
increase of 6.1% on the 1994-95 figure of $1,851. The Tasmanian level 
and annual increase of State and local taxes, fees and fines per head, is 
below the average (ail States and Territories).

1 This publication contains latest figures for a comprehensive range of 
economic indicators. Statistics shown in this publication are the latest 
available at the date of preparation and may be subject to revision in 
subsequent issues. In a number of cases figures appearing in this 
publication are preliminary and are subject to revision in subsequent 
issues. Reference should therefore always be made to the latest issue or 
to the statistical publication on the specific subject. 


2 Seasonal adjustment is a means of removing the estimated effects of 
normal seasonal variation from the series so that the effects of other 
influences on the series can be more clearly recognised. Seasonal 
adjustment does not aim to remove the irregular or non-seasonal 
influences which may be present in any particular month. This means 
that month-to-month movements of the seasonally adjusted estimates 
may not be reliable indicators of trend behaviour. 


3) The smoothing of scasonally adjusted series reduces the impact of the 
irregular components of the seasonally adjusted series and creates trend. 
estimates. These trend estimates are derived by applying a 13-term 
Henderson-weighted moving average to all months except the last six. 
The lase six monthly trend estimates are obtained by applying surrogates 
of the Henderson average to the seasonally adjusted series. Trend series 
are used to analyse the underlying behaviour of the serics over time. 


4 While this smoothing technique enables estimates to be produced for 
the latest month, ic does result in revisions to the most recent months as 
additional observations become available. Generally, subsequent 
revisions become smaller and after 3 months have a negligible impact on 
the series. Revisions also occur as a result of the annual review of 
seasonal factors.
